P ilgrim s; than it was a quarter of a cen­ 


tury ago. T h e re are those who do not be­ 


lieve this— aud there is a class o f orators 


and writers— usually old m en, who are al­ 
ways endeavoring to prove that things are 


grow ing worse. 
T h is kind of tegum ent 


and gloomy forebodings we always expect 


to find among those w ho ar* too indolent 


to keep up with the m arch of the world— 


among those who are covetous of a w arn­ 


ing spiritual power ; am ong those who, by 


neglect mg to improve themselves, have 


lost their influence, and who see others 


gaining the ascendancy ; and often am ong 


those who have advanced far in the jour­ 


ney ut life. 
T im belief that the world is 


grow ing worse, is frequently among the 


first indications o f approaching age, and ie 


one of the saddest things of that condition 


of life, that they who aro becoming old see 


around them only evidences of d eteriora­ 


tion uud decay, aud th ai their m inds are 
em bittered by contrasting those evidences 


of decay with the brighter things which 


the world possessed when they were young. 


W e would l u r e every inau adopt it as a 


settled truth to be adhered to all along his 


journey of life ; in all lunes of change, aud 


disappointm ent and sorrow ; when the sun 


shines, arid when the clouds com e over th* 


s k y ; when iu the hey-dey of youth, th*
